Ships of the Northern Fleet, under cover of airforce, successfully 
landed a Party to support Red Army units. In the area of Hangoe two 
enemy companies, attempting to attack our troops, were annihilated 
by our trench mortar and artillery fire. 

The airforce of the Danube Military Flotilla bombed enemy trans- 
ports on the river, scoring hits and causing fires on three transports. 

Our fliers continuously display examples of heroism and daring. 
On the 7th of July, Lieutenant Colonel Nimtsovich, having traced the 
time and area of landing of 60 enemy Messerschmitts and Heinkels, 
took off with a group of seven fighters. In three attacks, our seven 
Planes destroyed 30 enemy planes and returned to their own air- 
drome without losses. 


A blockhouse, held by the units of Lieutenants Anzharevsky and 
Shalar was subjected, for several hours, to exceptionally intense air 
bumbing and artillery fire. The fascists were sure that the bleckhouse 
was destroyed and advanced in its direction. Letting the German in- 
fantry approach as close as pcessible, the garrison in the blockhouse 
resumed a hurricane fire. The cnemy left on the spot hundreds of 
killed and wounded. Not only the fascist soldiers, but motcrcycles, 
-nachine-guns and guns were flung into the air. 

A Red Army platoon was suddenly attacked by the Finnish White 
Guards. Enemy snipers hit the gugner manning the anti-tank gun. 
The gun was silenced at the most critical moment. Taking advantage 
of this, the Finnish White Guards increased their pressure. 

Fire was to be resumed at any cost. Junior Sergeant Yegorov,

under the enemy's fire, crawled towards the gun. The frenzied enemy 
ajtempted to interfere with him, subjecting him to machine-gun fire, 
but the daring Commander reached the gun, rolled it 10 meters for- 
ward ana opened fire on -the attacking Finnish troops. The enemy 
ceased fire, and the platoon assumed its counterattack and regained 
its former positions. 

Iniative and resourcefulness were displayed by Red Army men 
Smirnov and Rassokhin. They saw a group of German motor-cyclists 

‘suddenly appearing from behind a turn in the road, took up a covered 
position and opened sub-machine gun fire on the leading fascist 
column. Two motorcyclists dropped and the remainder collided with 
them. Confusion set in the enemy ranks. Throwing down their motor- 
cycles, the panic-stricken soldiers fled. 

An enemy plane made its way to a railway station situated near 
the front. The fascist pilot, flying close to the ground, tried, with 
impunity, to effect his reconnaissance of station objectives, but failed. 
The station guards by a well-aimed rifle salvo brought down the 
enemy plane. The crew of the plane was.taken prisoner.

Living Standards — 
Part of Defense 


* A government official is quoted as saying 
“defense means sacrifice, and sacrifice means, 
of course, less buying by consumers.” 

This statement needs examination by the 
American people. The people are always 
capable of sacrifice in a just cause. But it 
is another matter when sacrifice is Construed 
to mean lower living standards for the peo- 
ple and larger profits for the corporations. 
This is obviously not sacrifice for a just 
cause, but the misuse of such sacrifice to 
enrich a minority. 

For example, the Wall Street Journal re- 
ported yesterday that “Auto Parts Firms to 
Show Big Profits on Defense.” Why must 
the consumer eat less so that auto parts 
corporations shall coin bigger profits? The 
question arises—w hy cannot the “sacrifices” 
be made by the rich, monopolist corporations 
so that the people’s health can be main- 
tained? 

The maintenance of all living standards 
is a vital defense responsibility. 

Such defense should not be a bonanza for 
stockholders at the expense of the common 
people. 


A Hitler Deshahicn In Missouri 


* The Missouri Supreme Court decision, 
denying a Negro student admission to the 
State University, is of a piece with the Hit- 
lerism which the American people want to 
see destroyed. 

The ruling is all the more shocking in 
that it flies in the face of a recent U. S. 
Supreme Court decision in the Lloyd Gaines 
case, which held it a violation of the federal 
Constitution to deny Negroes admission to 
the University of Missouri. 

Miss Lucile Bluford had applied for ad- 
mission to the University’s School of Jour- 
nalism, but the court invoked a state segre- 
gation law to deny her plea. The court used 
the pretext that Miss Bluford did not state 


_in her pleadings that she could not get the 


courses she wished. at Lincoln University, a 
state Negro institution. But the very use of 
this pretext was only to uphold segregation 
which is always used to deny Negroes their 
constitutional rights, even in public institu- 
tions in which they- pay taxes. 


The discrimination against Miss Bluford 


is an example of the discrimination existing 
throughout education, housing, employment 
and in the armed forces. It is no less a viola- 
tion of the spirit of the President’s recent

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The I.L.G.W. Editorial and the 


Struggle Against 


© An editorial in the current issue of Jus- 
tice, official organ of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers Union of which David 
Dubinsky is president, declares in part: 

“We are fully in accord, therefore, with 
giving every possible aid to Soviet Russia 
as she repels the bloody onslaught of the 
Nazi hordes.” 


This statement is completely in line with : 
the sentiments of all needle trades workers, 
including honest, but conservative ones and. 
including the rank and file Social-Democrats. 


The-statement also reflects the fact that 
the needle trades workers, no matter how 
they may have been divided on issues in the 
past and may still disagree on many points 
today, nevertheless are now united on the 
major issue—that fascism must be destroyed 
and that aid must be given to-tne-Seviet 
as well as to the British people in order to 
accomplish this aim. 


All sections of the workers will agree 
with this policy. However, we believe that 
even those workers under the influence of 
Mr. Dubinsky’s leadership, will regret those 
sections of the editorial which play into the 
hands of the friends of Hitler, who want to 
defeat this policy of aid to the Soviet Union 
advocated by Mr. Dubinsky and many others. 


In urging complete support for the Soviet 
Union, Mr. Dubinsky continues, however, to 
state that the Soviet Union is a totalitarian 
state and is the same as fascism and Nazism. 
Many workers will feel that the appeasers 
who say “let the dictators and the totali- 
tarian states fight it out,” will use Mr. 
Dubinsky’s statement to strengthen their 
own treacherous arguments.

Furthermore, even workers who do not 
subscribe to Communism, will fail to see how 
Communism and fascism can be the same 
when Hitler launches a war upon the Soviet 
Union and when the Soviet people wage such 
a heroic struggle for the destruction of 
fascism. 


To aid the Soviet Union does not mean to 
endorst Communism. But it also does not 
mean that one should accept Hitler’s argu- 
ment that Communism is the “enemy of 
mankind.” 


The workers will feel that if the need of 
the hour is to defeat fascism and that there- . 
fore cooperation between the governments 
of the United States, Great Britain and the 
Soviet Union is necessary; then there must 
be the same cooperation of all the peoples 
who are opposed to fascism. If the three 
governments should take common action, 
should there not be even ‘firmer anti-fascist 
unity within the ranks of labor which alone 
can insure that the policy of the government 
will be jn the interests of the people? 


The workers will feel, therefore, that 
when Mr. Dubinsky continues to condemn 
Communists, who are an integral part of the 
labor movement, he is preaiegs aid to those 
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Fascism 


and prevent them from uniting behind a 
common program, 


As far as the Communists themselves 
are concerned, they of course had no expecta- 
tion that Mr. Dubinsky would embrace Com- 
munism. They do hope, however, that be- 
cause Mr. Dubinsky finally has come to reeog- 
nize that the interests of the United States 
can be best served in cooperation with the 
Soviet Union, he will eventually cease re- 
peating slanders which he must now know 


are untrue and which hurt not the Com- 
munists so much as the struggle against 
Hitler and fascism. 


When Mr. Dubinsky repeats the insinua- 
tion spread by Hearst that the Communists 
are not concerned with the preservation of 
démocracy and with the defense of the 
United States, the workers will find this 
hard to believe. Théy know the progressive 
role of the Communists in the labor move- 
ment and in the struggle for democracy. 
They know that it is just because the Com- 
munists are so concerned with the welfare 
of our country that they have always urged 
a policy of cooperation between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, a policy to 
which in the present. situation even Mr. 
Dubinsky now subscribes.

Mr. Dubinsky also accuses the Com- 
munists of provoking “strikes and bottle- 
necks in defense industries.” 
leader, Mr. Dubinsky knows better than this. 
He must be aware that it is the employers 
who are responsible for all strikes and that 
it is monopoly control of production which 
creates real bottlenecks. 


The Communists are not responsible for 
these recent strikes. However, this does not 
mean that the Cofnmunists failed to join 


with other progressives in supporting strike 
action where it was forced upon the workers 


by the employers. Neither does it mean that 
the Communists approved the policies of 
Mr. Dubinsky which, the needle trades work- 


ers feel, have not secured for them the same 


gains achieved by workers in mining, auto, 
steel, marine and most other industries. 


All needle trades workers, as well as the 
rest of the labor movement, will join in

Enclosed is a copy of a letter I sent to Judge Jonah 
Goldstein: 


“Enough has happened in the proceedings against 
Morris U. Schappes to make fair-minded people wonder 
about the justice in this case. It particularly arouses 
concern when one thinks about the attacks that are 
now being made against democracy on a world scale, 
when one reflects that the body of democracy in so 
many European states lies bleeding and prostrate under 
the heels of tyrants—one feels pained that here in 
America, instead of guarding our freedom jealously, 
instead of showing as an example that here democracy 
works, that here monstrous injustices against people 
are not possible, we are confronted by the indicting 
spectacle of the Schappes’ case. 

“Twenty years’ imprisorlment and a $20,000 fine! 

“Such is the possible sentence against Mr. Schappes. 
The case of a rich poll-taxer who recently shot and 
killed a Negro in cold blood in open court comes t 
mind. He was released dn $500 bail and was later 
acquitted, and he all but received a medal from the 
prosecuting attorney for work well done. 

“To a calm and dispassionate mind, Mr. Schappes 
does not emerge as a criminal from this case. Yet Mr. 
Schapyes cannot even secure release on bail pending 
sentence and appeal. 

“To undo a great injustice and to’ serve democ- 
racy in these trying times, Mr. Schappes should be re- 
leased immediately on bail pending sentence and ape- 
peal and the sentence against Mr. Schappes sus-

Semitic criminals like Hearst's Jan Valtin. The other Yiddish papers 
were as unscrupulous and poisoned in their hate. 

Now it is all different. They have changed suddenly their policy 
on the Soviets. They have to. Were they to continue their former 
policy toward the Soviets, it would become obvious they were rooting 
for Hitler to win. And the Jewish masses would be angry, and stop 
reading all these papers.

It is the naked and primitive desire for self-preservation that 
causes this political change in the Jewish masses. They will live in a 
world made impossible for Jews and other minorities if Hitler conquers; 
they will have a chance for world freedom if the Red Army wins, and 
they know it. 

The fatal flaw in Hitler's position is that he has presented this 
primitive alternative not cnly to Jews, but to every other people in thé 
world. 

Iiven here, in far-off America, he has roused desperate fears of 
national extinction. Whatever lures the Lindberghs and Herbert 
Hoovers may hold out to the American people that a working alliance 
with Hitler is possible, nothing now can persuade the average man that 
Hitler has any Other object but world conquest, total and complete. 

Centuries ago Machiavelli pointed out that though a ruling Prince 
must use force to conquer, he must never use absolute force. There 
must always be left open a door of hope to the people.
